Response to Amendment 

1 . The proposed reply filed on October 9, 2003 has been entered as Paper #14. 



Oaim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U. SC. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 14-18, 20-21, 24, 26, and 40-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent 5,720,850 to Czubarow et al. 

The rejections are set forth in prior Office Action, Paper No. 10. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 22-23 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Czubarow et al in view of US Patent 4,369,063 to McGowan. 



The rejections are set forth in prior Office Action, Paper No. 10. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 19 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed October 9, 2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding to the Election/Restriction, the argument is on the ground(s) that claims 40 is 
generic to both Species 1 and 2 (It was Examiner's mistake to state that claims 14 and 40 are 
generic to Species 1, but not to Species 2 in prior Office Action. Claims 14-26 and 40-41 are in 
Group I Species 2). This is not found persuasive because there is one step in placing/applying 
the silver-based composition to a surface of ceramic components, furthermore, the silver-based 
composition is pasty material it is unclear how it's been placing between the components without 
first applying or placing on a surface of one component. 

The^requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Applicants argue that there is no silver metal in composition 2. Examiner disagrees, 
Czubarow's Col. 6, lines 28-29 discloses that silver is preferred metal source, so the end result of 
the composition 2 is silver and carbon dioxide (metal + CO2). 

Applicants argue that McGowan never suggests the composition can for bonding between 
ceramic components. However, McGowan' s Col. 4, lines 3-5 discloses that the coatings are 
applicable for manufacturing resistor and capacitor.
